A mail named Michael 
Pablo finally built up a herd of six 
hundred in Montana. The Canadian 
gov* rumeiit bought these and had 
them carefully transported to what 
is known as HufTalo National Park, 
in Alberta, about midway between 
Saskatoon ami Kdmonlon. In this 
area of one hundred thousand acres 
the hurralu have thriven and multi 
plied until even that large area be 
came In uffldcnt to Mipport 1he|» ' 
lumbers. 

During the summer of 1925 tho i 
experiment was tried of transom‘Jng ! 
sixteen hundred of these buffalo to 
ill** wooded country to the westward' 
of Great Slave Lake, where there 
were already known to 1 m* about two J 
thousand wood bufTaln in a natural j 
state. The experiment, worked ho I 
well that last year over two thou¬ 
sand more buffalo were sent mirth 
from the Park; and this year the 
same number will )>•* taken up to join 
their brethren.

The mayor or reeve should call a 
meeting to form a jubilee committee. 
The municipal council, educational au¬ 
thorities, representatives of church¬ 
es. societies and other organizations 
be Included. Tho function 
to arrange pioginm* for Hu* 
celebration, and to appoint sub com 
millets t*> deal with Midi matters as 
finances, decorntIons, sports, parades, 
etc. Public buiblinus and Street* 
should be decorated with flags ami 
hunting, and citizens generally should 
deenrule their homes. 

A good way to gel people together 
is to have a procession. Kuguge tin* 
local band and have the children Join 
in the parade hi which all societies 
and organizations should have a part. 
In the parades, floats portraying the 
history of our country should be In¬ 
cluded. If flonls cannot b*- made, the 
young people might arrange histor¬ 
ical tableaux*, with suitable music.

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Wild Life Increase 
In National Parks 

Deor, S^ecp and Other Animal* at 
Jasper Numbered in Thousand* 

There aro 10,000 mountain sheep 
and su equal number of deer in Jan 

p«*r Nnllonal Park, according to an 
estimate made by J. H. Markin, Pom 
niisslonor of Nh lonal Parks, in his 
annual report. 1 muling with wild life 
In the park. Mr. llurktn states: 

An exceptionally mild and open 
fall, with practically no snow, was a 
boom to the ga ue within the park, as 
It provided especially good feeding 
conditions. Wild lift* generally is In 
creasing rapidly and all animals seen 
were In gx d condition. From the 
observations of the warden staff. It Is 
estimated that there are between X»H) 
and 1,000 e!k in th«» park. Herds num¬ 
bering as many sis 70 and 100 have 
been reen in the vicinity of t'aldn 
Creek. 

A very gratifyina increase is noted 
in Porky Mountain Sheep. They 
are spreading their range annually 
and previously deserted ranges are 
being frequented. An estimate places 
the number of rheep within the park 
at 10,000. While Rocky Mountain 
goats generally keep to the higher 
altitude*, they are constantly spread¬ 
ing out. There are at present be¬ 
lieved to be well over 2.000 goats in 
the park and all. inrludlng kids, are 
In good condition. 

Signs and trac ks seen In the differ¬ 
ent areas indicate a considerable in¬ 
crease among the grizzly bear espe 
dally in the region of the Snake In¬ 
dian, Rocky and Smoky Rivers and 
Rock Lake, lilac k bear are also in¬ 
creasing and it is a common sight 
for tourists to see from ten to thir¬ 
teen of these animals in the neigh 
borhood of Jasper at one time. \ very 
conservative estimate places the to¬ 
tal number of bear within the park 
at 2.000. 

Moose are at last coming into the 
park In large numbers. They have 
been seen In practically all areas, and 
are usually tame. Eighteen hundred 
of these animals are be lieved to be 
within the park confines. Door arc¬ 
leading all Ollier animals in the mat¬ 
ter of increase and the estimnie of 
their numbers is placed at 10,000.
